_ year 1930 and to the Prattonia of 1931 belongs the recognition 
of the Centennial of the birth of Charles Pratt, the Founder of Pratt 
Institute. 


Born. in a modest home in Watertown, Massachusetts, in 1830, a 
member of a large family of children, Charles Pratt early encountered the 
necessity to earn his living, and at the age of thirteen, with a limited school- 
ing, he found employment in Boston in a grocery store. A year at Newton 
as an apprentice in the machinist's trade was followed by a year of formal 
education at Wilbraham Academy, where he managed to live on a dollar 
a week. Thereafter he spent three years as clerk in a paint and oil shop 
in Boston, moving to New York City at the age of twenty-one to engage 
in a similar line of business, later becoming a partner in the firm of Raynolds, 
Devoe and Pratt, dealers in paints and oils. 


The rapid development of the oil industry led Mr. Pratt to organize 
the firm of Charles Pratt and Company which soon distinguished itself in 
the refining of "Pratt's Astral Oil,’ the best product in the market. Mr. 
Pratt finally joined the original Standard Oil Company in which he became 
a leading factor. 


Mr. Pratt felt the deprivation of his denial of directed education in his 
youth, and the idea of an industrial school lay dormant in his mind for 
many years. He recalled his own struggles for an education, and foresaw 
the coming of an industrial age with its need for trained men and women. 
In the fall of 1887 Mr. Pratt's dream was realized in the opening of Pratt 
Institute. His faith has been vindicated in the progress and development 
of the Institute during forty-four: years of influential history, unique in 
education. 


Charles Pratt died May 4,.1891, less than four years after the Institute 
was launched. But his work has been carried on by his sons, notably by 
Mr. Frederic B. Pratt, now President of the Board of Trustees, and by his 
grandsons, several of whom are members of the Board. Mr. Charles Pratt, 
Mr. F. B. Pratt's son, has succeeded his father as Secretary, bearing the 
honored name of the Founder in perpetuating his ideals and continuing 
his purpose for Pratt Institute.

dese demand for admission to this School's day courses in engineering was 
never so great nor the quality of the students so high as in this year of 
nation-wide business depression and shortage of employment. Classes have 
been filled to the limit of accommodations. At the same time and very 
significantly related, stands the fact that the four thousand alumni of these 
same courses are suffering but little unemployment, the deficiency being 
almost negligible when compared with the prevalent shortage of employ- 
ment among technical men and engineers. Current reports from alumni 
show that Pratt men have been among the last to be laid off and the first 
to be taken back in the process of adjusting industry's working forces to 
changes in business volume. It is evident that the serviceable efficiency 
of Pratt Institute's two-year engineering courses has again been demon- 
strated under unusually trying conditions, which resemble in many respects 
those of the World War when the comparison was similarly impressive. A 
large factor in these outstanding results is that our students average con- 
siderably above the usual engineering college level in maturity, purposeful- 
ness and understanding of practical conditions in the occupational field for 
which our courses are designed to be direct and final preparation. These 
super-qualifications our students gain through one to three years’ post 
high school employment in industry, prior or intermediate to their twe 
years in Pratt Institute—thus lengthening our typical graduate's over-ali 
experience and training period to a total of three to five years subsequent 
to high school. Our courses are an original development and duplicate 
in general the technical content of the four-year courses of American engi- 
neering colleges, though in a more intensive and practical way. So, we 
see fulfilled in the School of Science and Technology a major aim of Pratt 
Institute's far-sighted Founder.

Our first year at Pratt came to us as a revelation 
of our own powers of application. We were greeted 
by a course of study of such intensity and variety as 
to cause us first to gasp and then to concentrate on 
architecture to the exclusion of most of the usual 
pleasurable distractions of the young student. Work 
now holds no terror, for are we not aware of our 
own powers? For this we are in debt to Mr. Lester B. Pope whose efforts 
in our behalf we are only now beginning to fully appreciate. 



























































The hard, cold facts of construction and mathematics occupied our 
second year and were nobly borne by those of us aesthetically inclined. 
It was then that we came into direct contact with the warmth and sincerity 
of Mr. C. Franklin Edminster's character. “Our Daddy" has truly been 
fatherly to his boys. 


The final year finds us in the delectations of sketching and design. We 
have arrived at the realization that success in design lies not in the search 
for some elusive, all-embracing formula but in copious doses of midnight oil. 


As athletes we hold up our heads and modestly point out our varsity 
stars and our share of the inter-class championship. All sports have found 
us willing and ofttimes dangerous competitors. The sporting traditions of 
the architects were well upheld. 


Who in all Pratt is not aware of the social proclivities of our class? The 
Winter Dance and our Senior Dance were social affairs of the first mag- 
nitude.

His vision was 
prophetic, for the School of Household Science and Arts is functioning 
today along these same lines; and the need of this work is far greater today 
than when the Institute was founded, for during this time the whole economic, 
social and political status of women has changed. 


While it is true that the approach, technique, and processes have 
changed with the years, we find the emphasis today is for specific training 
along the definite lines of dietitians, cafeteria and tea room managers, 
costume designers and dressmakers, as well as along the general lines of 
homemaking. Through all the years, the function of this School has been 
to present a balanced, intensive program of head, heart and hand—a plan 
which differentiates Pratt Institute from all other institutions—whereby the 
students absorb the ideals that should make all education worth while. By 
means of the intensive courses a thorough, practical training is obtained in 
half the time of the usual college course, and the earning power is equally 
enhanced.

lie the Prattonia the Pratt Institute Free Library is essentially the Library 
of Pratt Institute, the Library of each of the four Schools individually 
and collectively. With specialized departments equipped and manned for 
the explicit use of the students and instructors of the several Schools, the 
Library is constituted to be in the best sense an institutional Library, supple- 
menting the work of every classroom and laboratory. 


It has also the almost unique distinction as being a free library for 
everyone, addressed to the needs of the city and community as well as of 
the Institute by the purpose of the Founder, as a ''free library for the people 
of Brooklyn,’ developing a general collection of books for circulation and 
reference. 


A third element of the Library's organization and activity is of supreme 
importance. It is the School of Library Science for the professional training 
of young men and women for the librarian's career. The Pratt Library 
School in point of continuous operation under the same auspices with un- 
changed policy is the oldest library school in the country. I+ offers a one 
years course of intensive training to a limited and selected group of 
students endowed with serious purpose. 


The three-fold function of the work conducted in the library building, 
which stands by itself within the gates of the park, is not in any sense sepa- 
rate from the larger work across the street. It is unified as a complete and 
well-rounded entity, which belongs to Pratt Institute, all the more, that it 
serves every School as if it were its own exclusive Library.
